It is understood that the telephone 


company paid 85 for the stock of the 
Western Union, and In . Wall street 
Western Union quotations advanced 
to that figure. 


Tlie telephone company is believed 


to have an actual holding large enough 
to control the Western Union, 
forty 


percent of any corporation, as a rule, 
will elect the directors,', since thou- 
sands of shareholders neglect to vote.

A SANER ATTITUDE. 


One of the hopeful aspects of the 


campaign which is being waged along 
the line,of a.conservation of bur coun- 
try's natural sources is' the remarkable 
change which has taken place',in the 
attitude of the lumbermen of the north 
.and west toward the alms and work 
of Gifford Pinchot, chief of the forest 
service bureau. But a short two or 
three years ago they viewed and styled 
him as a well 'meaning but enthusiastic 
idealist who liiid a whole lot of no- 
tions that wouldn't dovetail in with 
the cold dollar nnd cents considerations 
which were uppermost in their minds. 
But now that he lias succeeded In dem- 
onstrating to them that the only thing 
he is after'Is such administration of 
the forests :»s will give thenr'a mail- 
mum usefulness aud make them a per- 
petual source of revenue they are un- 
stinted in their praise of him as their 
chief benefactor. As a result they are 
co-opcriitlng with him in every way 
possible, including adequate measures 
for the fighting of forest'tires. the cut- 
ling of timber by selection aud the pro- 
tecting of the seedling conifers, as weU 
ns tho Introduction of 'met bods of pre- 
serving wood and timber' whlcb will 
add greatly to their life and usefulness. 
This change of attitude is most whole- 
some and bodes well for the coming 
years.
